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Sharp Fight Took Place Before 
leader of the Insurgents 
Was Taken, 


FUNSTON AND PARTY 
SUFFERED A GREAT DEAL 


Endured Many Hardships in Reach- 
‘ng Hiding Place of Aguinal- 
do—Latter Was Tremen- 
Gously Excited Upon 
Being Taken. 


Manila, March 28.—Aguinaldo, who was 
captured by General Funston and 
brought to Manila on the United States 
gunboat Vicksburg, was brought ashore 
at 3:10 p. m. today and taken before Gen- 
eral MacArthur at the Malacanang pal- 
ace. He talked freely, but seemed ig- 
norant concerning recent events. He ap- 
peared to be in good health and was 
even cheerful. He lunched with the offi- 
cers of General MacArthur's staff and 
was then escorted to the Anda street 
jail. Aguinaldo’s capture was attended 
with considerable difficulty. an insurgent 
major being killed at the time of the 
event. Twenty rifles and a number of 
important papers were captured. 

General Fred Funston, who, March 23, 
captured Emilio Aguinaldo, when inter- 
viewed today, made the following state- 
ment concerning the capture of the Fill- 
pino leader: 

The confidential agent of Aguinaldo ar- 
rived February 28th at Pantabangan, in 
the province of Nueva Ecija, northern 
Luzon, with letters, dated January 11, 
12 and 14. These letters were from Emi- 
lio Aguinaldo and directed to Baldermero 
Aguinaldo to take command of the prov- 
inces of Central Luzon, supplanting Gen- 
eral Alejandrino. Emilio Aguinaldo also 
ordered that four hundred men be sent 
him as soon as possible, saying that the 
bearer of the letters would guide these 
men to where Aguinaldo was. 

Funston Lays His Traps. 

General Funston secured the corre- 
spondence of Aguinaldo’s agent and laid 
his plans accordingly. Some months pre- 
viously he Kad captured the camp of the 


insurgent general Lactifa, tnicidentatty* 


obtaining Lacuna’s seal, official papers 
and a quantity of signed correspondence. 
From this material two letters were con- 
structed, ostensibly from Lacuna to Ag- 
uinaldo. 

One of these contained information as 
to the progress of the war. The other 
asserted that, pursuant to orders re- 
ceived from Baldermero Aguinaldo, La- 
cuna was sending his best company to 
Presidente Emilio Aguinaldo. 

His plans completed and approved. 
General Funston came to Manila and or- 
ganized his expedition, selecting seventy- 
eight Macabebes, all of whom spoke 
Tagalog fluently. Twenty wore insurgent 
uniforms and the others the clothing of 
Filipino laborers. This Macabebe com- 
pany, armed with fifty Mausers, eighteen 
Remingtons and ten Krag-Jorgensens, 
was commanded by Captain Russell T. 
Hazzard, of the Eleventh United States 
volunteer cavalry. With him was his 
brother, Lieutenant Oliver P. M. Haz- 
zard, of the same regiment. Captain 
Harry W. Newton, Thirty-fouth infantry, 
was taken because of his familiarity 
with Casiguran Bay, and Lieutenant 
Burton J. Mitchell, Fortieth infantry. 
went as General Funston’s aide. These 
were the only Americans accompanying 
the expedition. 

With the Macabebes were four ex-in- 
surgent officers, one being a Spaniard 
and the other three Tagalogs, whom 
General Funston trusted implicitly. 

General Funston and the American offi- 
cers Wore plain blue shirts and khaki 
trousers. They carried each a half blan- 
ket, but wore no insignia of rank. The 
Macabebes were carefully instructed to 
obey the orders of the four ex-insurgent 
officers. 

Expedition Embarks. 

On the night of March 8th the partv 
embarked on the United States gunboat 
Vicksburg. It was originally intended to 
take Cascoes from the island of Polillo, 
and to drift to the mainiand, but a storm 
arose and three of the Cascoes were 
lost. This plan was abandoned. 

At 2a. m. March 14 the Vicksburg put 
her lights out and ran in-shore twenty- 
five miles south of Casiguran, province 
of Principe. The party landed and 
marched to Casiguran. The Americans 
had never garrisoned this place, and the 
inhabitants are strong insurgent sympa- 
thizers. Having arrived there, the ex- 
insurgent officers, ostensibly command- 
ing the party, announced that they were 
on the way to join Aguinaldo between 
Pautobagan and Baler, that they had 
surprised an American surveying part~ 
and that they had killed a number, cap- 
turing five. They exhibited General Fun- 
ston and the other Americans as their 
prisoners. 

The insurgent presidente of Casiguran 
believed the story. Two of the Lacuna 
letters, previously concocted, were for- 
warded to Aguinaldo at Palanan, prov- 
ince of Isabel. General Funston end 
the others were kept imprisoned for three 
days, giving orders at night. On the 
mornine of March 17th, taking a small 
quantity of cracked corn, the party 
started on a ninety mile march to Pala- 
tan. The country is rough and uninhab- 
‘ted, and provisions could not be secured. 
The party ate small shell fish, but were 
dmost starved. Wading swift rivers, 
 (imbing precipitous mountains and pen- 

trating dense jungles, they marched 
sven days and nights, and on March

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UNSTON, the capturer of Agu!- 
ez naldo, is a fighting man. His pater- 
nal ancestors were all fighters and 

that strain is strong in his make-up. 

Funston’s first ambition was to be a 
West Pointer. liut he was disappointed 
in getting the coveted csdetship and se- 
cured his education at the state univer- 
sity of Kansas. But the martial spirit 
was still strong within him and he served 
the government in the west on several 
important expeditions. As soon as the 
war cloud began massing over Cuba Fun- 
ston went there and joined the natives in 
the insurrection. 
_The nervy fighter didnot attract.gen- 
eral public attention untill he went to the 
Philippii.cs, however, and one of his des- 
perate deeds while colonel of a Kansas 
volunteer regiment won for him the ap- 
plavse of the whole country. It was in 
the spring of 1899, and he was stationed, 
in the north of Luzon. On the north 
bank of the Rio Grande the Filipinos 
were strongly entrenched and the efforts 
of the Americans to reach them seemed 
well nigh useless. ° 

Funston, however, evolved a plan, and 
leading his men, leaped into the river 
while bullets split the water about his 
head and swam across. The Kansas 
volunteers stormed the trenches and put 
Aguinaldo’s followers to flight. The Fili- 
pinos formed again, but Funston’s reg!i- 
ment, being reinforced, engaged in a 
fierce battle with the enemy. The Ameri- 
cans were victorious. 
Last year General Funston came into 
possession of letters and papers which 
rroved Aguinaldo’s treachery. Since then 
he has been hot on the trail of the Fili- 
pino leader. Dvring his first expedition 
Gereral Funston had Aguinaldo prac- 
tically captured, but the Filipino escaped 
because of his famillarity with the coun- 
try. 


a 
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GUINALDO, the Filipino leader, 
who has been captured by General 
Funston, is an international celeb- 
rity. He has been reported killed in 
batt] eno less than three times, reported 
captured five times, and countless times 
has the reading public been informed 
that his dead body had been discovered. 
Also some highly colored reports con- 
cerning his marvelous escapes have crept 
across the Pacific to be lodged under 
scare heads of the most approved order. 

Aguinaldo is comparatively @& young 
man. He is about thirty-two years old, 
and was born at Cavite, Viego. His fath- 
er, who is dedd, was extremely wealthy, 
and gave his son every advantage of ed- 
ucation and soctal standing. Aguinaldo 
was educated at a Jesuit college, contin- 
ved his education in Spain, and finally 
went to Paris where he studied to be- 
come a physician. His ambition and love 
of politics would not permit him to follow 
so prosaic a profession, however, and he 
returned home. 

When only twenty-five he was made 
mayor of the town where he resided. 
From this he sought larger things and 
became the leader in the insurrection. 
He had a price put upon his head, and for 
a long time has lived a life of stirring 
adventure, He is a small man, slender, 
but possessing great strength. He has 
the yellow skin of his people, and his 
eyes are almost almond in shape. He has 
quite a reputation for eloquence, but is 
the possessor of a fiery temper and is as 
vain as the proverbial peacock. 

When the American army began the 
Philippine campaign, Aguinaldo was an 
“ally.” In the summer of 1898 he de- 
manded' freedom under an American pro- 
tectorate. He received nearly half a mil- 
lion dollars in 1897 for making peace with 
Spain. The story is told that at one time 
a Spanish governor general offered a 
large sum for Aguinaldo’s head, and while 
in his room was visited by a monk. This 
monk turned out to be the wily Filipino 
leader, who demanded the price Offered 
for his head and, so the story goes, re- 
ceived it. 
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22nd had reached a point eight miles from 
Palanan. They were now so weak that 
it was necessary to send to Aguinaldo’s 
camp for food. Aguinaldo dispatched 
supplies and directed that the American 
prisoners be kindly treated, but not be 
allowed to enter the town. 

On the morning of March 23rd the ad- 


vance was resumed. The column was 
met by the staff officers of Aguinaldo and 
a detachment of Aguinaldo’s body guard, 


which was ordered to take charge of the 
Americans. 


Capture of Aguinaldo. 

While one of the ex-insurgent officers 

conversed with Aguinaldo’s aid, another, 
a Spaniard, sent a courier to warn 
General Funston and the rest, who, with 
eleven Macabebes, were about an hour 
behind. Having received this warning, 
General Funston avoided Aguinaldo’s 
detachment and joined the column, avoid- 
ing observation. The Tagalogs went 
ahead to greet Aguinaldo and the column 
slowly followed, finally arriving at Pala- 
nan. 
Aguinaldo’s household troops, fifty men 
in neat uniforms of blue and white, and 
wearing straw hats, lined up to receive 
the newcomers. General Funston’s men 
crossed the river in small boats, formed 
on the bank and marched to the right 
and then in front of the insurgent grena- 
diers. The Tagalogs entered the -house 
where Aguinaldo was. 

Suddenly the Spanish officer, noticing 
that Aguinaldo’s aid was watching the 
Americans suspiciously, exclaimed: . 

‘‘Now, Macabebes, go for them!’’ 

The Macabebes opened fire, but their 
aim was rather ineffective and only three 
insurgents were killed. The rebels re- 
turned the fire. On hearing the firing, 
Aguinaldo, who evidently thought his 
men were merely celebrating the arrival! 
of re-enforcements, ran to the window 
and shouted: 

“Stop that foolishness! 
ammunition!” 

Hilario Placido, one of the Tagalog of- 
ficers, and a former insurgent major, 
who was wounded in the lung by the fire 
of the Kansas regiment at the battle of

Caloocan, threw his arms around Agui- 
exclaiming: .— * =< % ;

Colonel Simeon Villia, Aguinaldo’s 
chief of staff; Major Alambra and others 
attacked the men who were holding Aguli- 
naldo. Placido shot Villia in the shoul- 
der, Alambra jumped out of the window 
and attempted to cross the river. It is 
supposed that he was drowned. Five oth- 
er insurgent officers fought for a few 
minutes and then fled, making their es- 
cape. 

Aguinaldo Greatly Excited. 

When the firing began General Fun- 
ston assumed command and directed the 
attack on the house, personally assist- 
ing in the capture of Aguinaldo. The 
insurgent bodyguard fied, leaving twenty 
rifles. Santiago Barcelona, the insurgent 
treasurer, surrendered without resist- 
ance. 

When captured Aguinaldo was tremen- 
dously excited, but he calmed down under 
General Funston’s assurance that he 


would be well treated. General Funston 
secured all of Aguinaldo’s correspondence, 
showing tM&t he had kept in close touch 
with the sub-chiefs of the insurrection in 
all parts of the archipelago. It was also 
discovered that Aguinaldo, January 28th, 
had proclaimed himself dictator. He had 
been living at Palanan for seven months 
undisturbed, except when a detachment 
of the Sixth infantry visited the town. 
On that occasion the entire population 
took to the mountains and remained there 
until the troops retired. 

Aguinaldo admitted that he had come 
near to being captured before, but he as- 
serted that he had never been wounded, 
adding: 

“I should never have been taken ex- 
cept by a stratagem. I was compuetely 
deceived by Lacuna’s forged signature."’ 
“He feared he might be sent to Guam 
and he was quite glad to come to Manila. 

Palanan was guarded by numerous out- 
posts and signal stations. 

During the fight none of the Macabebes 
were wounded. 

The expedition rested March 24th, and 
then marched sixteen miles the following 
day to Palanan bay, where General] Fun- 
ston found the Vicksburg, which brought 
him to Manila. Commander Barry, of 
the Vicksburg, rendered Genera] Funaton 
splendid assistance. e 

Aguinaldo, who talked freely of st 
events, said he supposed General Trias 
would proclaim himself dictator, even not 
knowl that Trias had surrendered.

Great Rejoicing at Washington 
Over the Capture of the 
Filipino Chief, 


DEATH QF AGUINALDO 
WILL NOT BE DEMANDED 


Believed President Is Opposed to His 
Execution—Secretary Long Fa- 
vors “Spanking” Him. 
Will Probably Send 
Him to Guam. 


Washington, March 28.—(Special.)—Colo- 
nel Funston’s sensational capture of 
Aguinaldo, the Filipino leader, is fully 
confirmed by official dispatches received 
from General MacArthur and Admiral 
Remey at the war and navy departmenis 
respectively. The result caused general 
rejoicing at the white house and at the 
war dapartment, as it is believed the 
effect will be to bring to a close the re- 
bellion now dragging along in the Philip- 


pines. 

While the administration has not de- 
finitely decided what course it will pur- 
sue in punishing the leader of the insur- 
rection, it is understood that the president 
is opposed to the execution of Aguinaldo, 
which is so generally demanded. Those 
who conversed with the president and his 
secretary of war on the subject today 
were impressed with the idea that Agui- 
naldo may be treated as @ prisoner of 
war. Instead of putting him to death, 
it is probable that he will be confined on 
the island of Guam, or at some other 
place where he can do no further injury 
to the policy of pacification which this 
government is trying to carry out in the 
Philippine islands. It ig believed that 
the backbone of the insurrection in those 
islands was broken some time ag°, but 
naldo will, it is be-

At the war department there is a dis- 
position on the part of what is known - 
the regular army combine to discount the 
importance. of Colonel Funston’s sensa~- 
tional achievement. The fact that a vol- 
unteer officer, without the assistance Of 
the regular army, has been able to locate 
and make a captive of this notorious Fili- 
pino, is not relished by the regulars, Col- 
one] Funston is not popular with the reg- 
ular army combine, as was demonstrated 
by the stubborn opposition to every effort 
that had been made to promote him. At 
the present moment there is not a posi- 
tion in the regular army above the grade 
of major in one of the staff departments 
open to him. He was urged for promotion 
to the rank of brigadier general, but he 
was without sufficient military or politi- 
cal influence to obtain the recognition 
which many persons claim he was enti- 
tled to. Representative Curtis, of Kan- 
sas, while at the white house today in- 
formed the president that although Colo- 
nel Funston had never sought or obtained 
a word of indorsement from a senator or 
representative of Kansas, his latest 
achievement entitles him to the highest 
consideration at the hands of this govern- 
ment. Mr. Curtis added that any promo- 
tion or advancement which the president 
saw fit to bestow upon Colonel Funston 
would meet with the universal approval 
of every citizen of Kansas, without re- 
gard to persons or politica] parties. The 
president commended Colonel Funston's 
distinguished services in the highest 
terms, and assured Mr. Curtis that the 
daring and successful Kansas volunteer 
would be duly rewarded for the valuable 
services he has rendered this country. 

Bacon on Aguinaldo. 

Senator Bacon called at the war depart- 
ment this morning to verify the report of 
Aguinaldo’s capture. When shown the 
dispatches, he sald: 

“The capture of Aguinaldo will most 
probably have a strong influence toward 
the general pacification of the islands. 
How complete or how permanent this 
may de it is difficult to conclude at this 
time in the absence of more definite 
knowledge of conditions there. 

“The question of the disposition of 
Aguinaldo may be @ more difficult one 
than was the fact of his capture, The 
probability is that he will be sent to 
Guam, which has become the American 
St. Helena.”’ 

The president naturally is very much 
gratified that the chief of the insurgents 
bas at last been taken. It has been the 
opinion of the military authorities for a 
long time that Aguinaldo was doing more 
than all the other agencies combined to 
keep the rebellion in the Philippines 
alive and every energy was directed to 
compass his capture. It is rather a re- 
markable tribute to the daring and re- 
sourcefulness of General Funston that

Senor Quesada, in his report, accepted 


the Platt xmendment with the provisos 
that the establishing of coaling stations 


should not interfere with the internal 


governmenfwf Cuba, and that the United 


States should ke given the right to in- 
tervene, according to the treaty of Paris, 


only when the Cuban goverrment should 


be unable to protect Hfe and property. 
Senor Tamayo’s report was in line with 


the Platt amendment, allowing the United 


States to make Cuba a base cf operations 
in case of war. in return for which the 
United States should guarantee the per- 
manent independence of Cuba, but should 
not intervene except at the request of the 
Cuban congress.

Princeton, N. J., March 28.—Ex-Presi- 
dent Grover Cleveland delivered the sec- 
ond of his lectures on the Venezuelan 
boundary dispute before the students in 
Alexander hal] tonignt. 

Mr. Cleveland appeared accompanied by 
President Patton, and after a round of 
applause by the students began his lec- 
ture. He concluded with these words: 

“IT hope there are but few of our fellow 
citizens who, in their retrospect, do not 
now acknowledge the good that has come 
to our nation through this episode in our 
history. It has established the Mbnroe 
doctrine on lasting foundations ‘before 
the eyes of the world; it has given us & 
better place 1 nthe respect and considera- 
tion of the people of all nations, and espe- 
cially of Great Britain; it has again con- 
firmed our confidence in the overwhelm- 
ing prevalence among our citizens of dis- 
interested devotion to American honor; 
and last, but by no means least, it has 
taught us where to look in the ranks of 
our country for the best patriotism.”’ 


HARRY WILBUR IS MISSING. 


Former Atlantian Disappears from 
Washington—Police Searching. 
Washington, March 28.—(Special.)—Har- 
ry G. Wilbur, who, several years ago 
lived in Atlanta, has mysteriously disap- 
peared from his home in this city, and the 
police have been asked to look for him. 
He was‘last seen about 9 o’clock yester- 
day morning, when he called at the home 
of Health Officer Woodward, whose pri- 
vate secretary he was. The object of his 
call is not known, as Dr. Woodward was 
not at home at the time. He has not 
been seen since, and his friends here can 
assign no reason for his disappearance, 
unless on account of financial embarrass- 
ment. He is twenty-three years of age, 
and bore a good reputation in this city, 
Dr. Woodward regarding him as an up- 
right young man in every respect. He 
had seemed to be in trouble for several 
days, but said nothing to any of his 
friends. Saturday he was granted a 
leave of absence for one day, but he 
failed to report at the office for a week. 
He did not return today, and his parents 
and wife became alarmed. The police 
have a good description of the missing 
man, arid unless he returns in a few days

NEGOTIATIONS FOR ISLANDS. 


Conditions Laid Down by Denmark 
Inaccurately Stated. 
Washington, March 28—It may be stated 
on authority that the conditions reported , 
to have been laid down by Denmark as 
the basis for the transfer of the Danish 
West Indies to the United States are in- 
accurately stated in qa special dispatch 
from Copenhagen published this morning. 
It is known that no plebiscite such as 
described is proposed and there are other 

important errors in the statement, 

Mr. Swenson, our minister at Copen- 
hagen, is conducting the negotiations di- 
rectly with the Danish government. It is 
now the expectation that the president 
will be able to submit a treaty to the 
senate at the next session for the acquisi- 
tion of the Danish West Indies by the 
United States.

Jolo, Sulu Islands, March 2.—At a con- 
ference at Jolo of the Philippine com- 
missioners with the sultan of Sulu, the 
sultan said that the only complaint that 
he had to make was tha tthe Americans 
were not following the treaty wholly. The 
commission directed the sultan to make 
&@ complaint in writing. 

The commission was heartily received 
On its arrival here, the headquarters of the 
sultan and the residences of many of the 
people being decorated ‘with flags. 

A cutter brought his majesty, clothed 
in gold and purple, decorated with jewels, 
to the ship. He presented a comic aspect 
as he came on board, followed by his 
ministers and a score of relatives in mot- 
ley court array. They were greeted 
with a salute of seventeen guns. Com- 
missioned Taft explained to his majesty 
that there was no disposition on the part 
of the members to interfere with the ad- 
ministration of the sultan's affairs, and 
that the United States expected the 
treaty to be strictly observed. The sul- 
tan then thanked Commissioner Taft and 
spoke proudly of the cable and the other 
improvements introduced by the Ameri- 
cans, adding that he expected to abide by 
the decision of the commissioners and to 
follow their advice. 

The public places are crowded with 
Americans, natives and other orientals, 
and native and Chinese performances 
were given in honor of the eommission. 
The sultan will no tappear at any of the 
performances, and is apparently backward 
the commissioners. 


MEXICAN CENTRAL IS SOLD. 


Believed That Atchison Interests 
Are Behind the Deal. 

New York, March 28.—Control of the 
Mexican Central railway has been se- 
cured by New York interests and at the 
annual meeting in May it is expected 
that there will be a complete change ‘ 
management. W. L. Snow, of W. L. 
Snow & Co., who have been heavy pur- 
chasers of shares in the New. York mar- 
ket and. recently openly solicited proxies 
from shareholders, announced today that 
he had been entirely successful in secur- 
ing a majority of the shares and that 
those for whom he was acting are now 
in control of the Mexican Central. 

The identity of the interests for whom 
the property has been secti'ed is not dis- 
closed, but the acquisition Was made, it 
is stated, for one of the two cOnrectine 
railroads at El Paso.

Was Caused by Mulatto Trying To 
Marry White Woman. 


HAD /PROCURED THE LICENSE 


The Fellow Is Nearly White, But 
' One of His Parents Is Said 
To Be a Negro, 


Macon, Ge., March 28.—(Spectal.)—A tel- 
ephone méssage was received at police 
headquartets this morning from the Wil- 
lingham cottun factory requesting that a 
detail of policemen be sent out to the 
factory at once, as a crowd of white men 
were about to lynch a white man, and 
protection was needed. The information 
naturally created some excitement, but 
as the factory is two miles from the city 
limits and beyond police jurisdiction, no 
police were sent to the scene, and the per- 
son telegraphing was told to apply to 
Sheriff Westcott for help, and this was 
done. The sheriff dispatched a posse to 
the place, but no lynching party was 
found; but “it seems that a crowd had 
given a negro named Sam Woodruff a 
whipping and commanded him to leave the 
community, which he immediately pro- 
ceeded to do. 

Woodruff is about twenty years old, and 
came from Monroe county. It is said 
that one of his parents is a negro. He 
has frequently passed himself off as a 
white man in Macon and elsewhere, and 
only those who are well acquainted with 
him really know that he is not a white 
man. He once stayed at a boarding house 
in Macon for some time under the guise 
of being a white man. He represented 
himself at the Willingham factory as a 
white man, and became engaged to be 
married to a white woman in that com- 
munity, and purchased three separate 
marriage licenses in the past few slays for 
that purpose, but a crowd of the male 
white operatives at the factory are said 
to have taken the licenses from Wood- 
ruff and destroyed them, as they sus- 
pected that Woodruff was a negro, and 
were resolved that he should not marry 
a white woman. He was warned yes- 
terday to leave the community, but he 
again showed up at the factory today and 
was emphatic in his declarations that he 
would marry the white woman. The pa- 
tience of the people was exhausted, and 
he was taken in charge by the crowd and 
a flogging was administered to him, and 
he left for parts unknown,

Macon, Ga., March 28.—(Special).—Suit 
was filed in the United States court at 
Macon today by Annie Spencer against 
the Southern railway for $5,000 damages 
for the killing of her Imwsvand, Robert 
Spencer, in the Camp creek wreck.

Athens and Clarke County Have a 
Settlement. 


BUT THE OLD SUIT IS STILL ON 


Disagreement Between City and the 
County Over Profits of Two 
Former Years. 


Athens, Ga., March 28.—(Special.)—The 
profits arising from the Athens dispensary 
for the year 1900, amounting to $11,000, 
have been divided between the city of 
Athens and the county of Clarke. The 
profits for 1898 and 1899 are still hung 
up, awaiting the decision of the supreme 
court on a case now pending there. 

A few years since the county commis- 
sioners. maintaining that the division of 
profits in the ratio agreed upon by May- 
or Smith and Ordinary Harrington was 
not just and equitable to the county of 
Clarke, took the matter inte the courts 
and it has been pending there ever since. 

The last step was an injunction pro- 
hibiting the mayor and ordinary from 
making any further division uhtil the 
case was finally passed on by the su- 
preme court. Judge Russell overruled 
the injunction proceedings, and the case 
was taken up to the supreme court. 

A few days since, however, it was 
agreed by both sides that Mayor Smith 
and the ordinary, Judge 8S. B. Wingfield, 
should meet and agree upon 4 divison of 
the profits for the year 1900. This meet- 
ing was held, and as a result, the city 
of Athens gets four-fifths of the profits 
and the county of Clarke oneifth. 

This ratio of division is very little dif- 
ferent from the one to which objection 
was raised. The county under the old 
ratio got a shade more than one-sixth of 
the profits and the city a little less than 
five-sixths. The new division will doubt- 
less stand, and the supreme court will 
at an early date hand down a decision 
covering the profits of the dispensary for 
1898 and 1899, 

Increased Returns of Real Estate. 

The books of the city real estate asses- 
sors have been turned over to the clerk 
of council, They show an increase in the 
real estate of Athens of $31,000. 

The citizens for a few days are allowed 
the privilege of having their assessments 
reduced if they are higher than the fig- 
ures at which they will.sell their proper- 
ty. 

It is not believed that the property 
owners this year will swear down their 
assessments to any great degree, and 
when the books are finally closed it will 
be found that Athens real estate has 
held its own for the past year. 

The city council will then take up the 
question of fixing the tax rate for the en-, 
suing year. A strenuous effort. will be 
made to keep the rate down to 1 per cent; 
which is very low, considering the fact 
that no buginess tax is levied on anything 
that can be reached by ad valorem tax- 
ation. 

However, if it is determined to pro- 
vide for the maintenance of a Carnegie 
library, it is probable that a very small 
increase in the tax rate. will be made. 
Council figuring clesely to see if even 
that cannot be included in the 1 per cent 
tax levy.

ADVISORY PARDONING BOARD. 


Railroad Commission Says Applica- 
tions for Pardons Should Go 
to Governor First. 


Montgomery, Ala., March 28.—(Special.) 
The advisory pardoning board created by 
the last legislature, making the railroad 
commission the advisory board, together 
with the governor, is creating some fric- 
tion in the railroad commission. There 
seems to be some misunderstanding about 
the construction of the act, and all the 
applications for pardon are being sent to 
the railroad commission direct, whilst the 
commission construes the act to mean 
that they have absolutely nothing to do 
with pardons unless they are sent to them 
from the governor, and then they have 
only “advisery powers." 

The commission contends that all ap- 
plications for pardon must be send to 
the governor first, and if he desires to re- 


they will act on them. If this construction 
is correct, the act will not amount to 
much in relieving the governor of the 
work of examination of the many appli- 
cations for pardon, the very object for 
which the act was supposed to be passed. 
The board, it is contended, have not the 
right to grant a pardon, but after making 
an examination of the application and 
the exhibits thereto, which is now done 
by the. governor, it was contemplated at 
the time of the passage of the act that 
they would make such recommendation 
of the application as might seem to them 
proper, and refer the matter to the gov- 
ernor for his approval] or disapproval. 

The governor has returned from a short 
vacation to. his home in Opelika and is 
very' much improved by the rest, and is 
now engaged with the state board of as- 
sessment. 

A new company, incorporated under the 
laws of New Jersey, and known as ‘“‘The 
Armour Car Lines,’ has filed its papers 
with the secretary of state, paid the fees 
and is authorized to do business in the 
state of Alabama. Brmingham was named 
as the place of headquarters of the com- 
pany, and Mr. W. S. Moughan was sug- 
gested as the agent. 

The contest for the office of colonel of 
the Third regiment is stil} unsettled and 
Governor Samford, Colonel Brandon and 
Judge Advocate General Frank Caffee 
have been in conference on the subject, 
but no decision was reached. Judge Ad- 
vocate Caffee will further investigate the 
charges of illegality and a decision may 
not be reached for several days. Adju- 
tant Brandon has issued notice to all 
company commanders of the Alabama 
national guard to send in their requisi- 
tions for company Supplies at once, so as 
to be ready for ‘the summer encampment 
when one is ordered by the governor. 


SUFFERING AT IRONDALE, ALA. 


Committee Visits Birmingham and 
Asks for Aid. 
Birmingham, Ala., March 28.—(Special.) 
The work of rebuilding the district which 
was swept by Monday’s storm is being 
prosecuted with vigor. An army of car- 
penters, brickmasons and other work- 
men are busy from one end of ths 
wrecked part of the city to the other. 
New houses are going up and roofs are 
being replaced on those which were only 
partially wrecked. Meanwhile the relief 
committee continues its work. The relief 
fund actually in hand exceeds. $15,000 and 
subscriptions are still coming in. A fund 
is also being made up for the benefit of 
the storm sufferers of Irondale..a com- 
mittee from that place having come to 
Birmingham yesterday and asked for ald. 
The effect of the storm in Irondale was 
very severe, many poor people losing 
their homes and all their household ef- 
fects. A gentleman who came to the 
city this morning from Irondale stated 
that there was no little distress there, 
and the mayor of the town desired it 
known that the people were in need of 
help and were ready and anxious for ou:- 
side assistance. The Birmingham relief 
committce, although having their own 
hands full, gave the Irondale sufferers 
$100 and about that much more was re- 
ceived from private individuals here. No 
further effort has been made to ascer- 
tain exactly the amount of the property 
loss from the storm in Birmingham, It is 
approximated at anywhere from $100,000 to 

$250,000,

Increasing Capital Stock. 

Birmingham, Ala., March 28.—(Special.) 
A declaration has;béen filed in the pro- 
bate judge’s office increasing the cap- 
ital stock of the Tutweiler Coal, Coke and 
Iron Company from $500,000 to $1,000,000. 
It is believed that this increase fore- 
shadows the making of some extensive 
improvements by the company. 


William Jemiscn, Galveston, Texas. 

Tuscaloosa, Ala., March 28.—(Special.)— 
William Jemison, for sixteen years mayor 
of Tuscajoosa, and editor of The Af- 
ternoon Times here, died in Galveston 
this morning. Mr. Jemison was one of 
the most progressive men in Alabama, 
and was at one time president of the 
Alabama Commercial and Industrial As- 
sociation.

TENNESSEE TO HAVE DOG LAW 


Senate Passes Bill Imposing Tax of 
$1 on Canines. 

Nashville, Tenn., March 28.—(Special.)— 
By a vote of 23 to 8 the senate today 
rassed a dog law for the protection of 
sheep. The bill Jeclares the running at 
large of dogs a nuisance. Unless the dog 
wears a collar with a numbered metal 
teg, secured from the circuit court clerk 
at $1, of which the clerk's fee is 2% cents, 
ihe balance to pay expenses, it is madé 
a misdemeanor to permit a dog to run at 
large unless tagged. Any person ig priv- 
ileged to kill untagged dogs, and it is 
made the duty of officers to kill such 
dogs. ; 

The demcecratic members undertook to 
rake the legislative redistricting bill a 
caveus measure today. While a quorum 
was present at the beginning the measure 
was not indorsed, as the quorum drifted 
away during the préliminary skirmish. 

The senate rejecfed the bill giving grand 
juries inqvtsitorial powers as to vViola- 
tions of the law against juries . Bills 
were introduced in the house to fine coun- 
ties in which-mobs take life one thousand 
to five thousand dollers. 

In the house the bill providing for the 
compulsory education of children between 
eight and fourteen years old failed. 

The re#i bill is under consideration. 
Representatives of the University of Ten- 
nessee and the Southwestern Presbyte- 
rian university today appeared in oppo- 
sition to the bill authorizing the funding 
board to redeem certificates of indebted- 
ness on which the state now pays 6 per 
cent interest.

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‘Raleigh, N. C., March 23.—(Special.)— 
The senate was packed with people to 
hear Watson's closing speech and witness 
the vote on the impeachment charges. 
Watson made a magnifikent closing argu- 
ment and spoke for an hour and a half. 
He said impeachments always follow po- 
litical revolutions, and only in that sense 
‘was the present trial political; that the 
burden of proof was on the respondents 
to show they had broken the law inno- 
cently. The legislature never intended 
that White should have a cent of the 
money the supreme court gave him. They 
had ‘nullified acts of legislature in cold 
Dlood and committed a high felony on 
the state treasury; that the money lay 
in the treasury until after the legislature 
of 1900 had adjourned finally, and in Oc- 
tober the case was brought to a conclu- 
sion and money got out before the new 
legislature could meet; that the legisla- 
ture of 1899 and 1900 had to stand guard 
over the treasury; that the shadow of 
great corporations had been brooding over 
this trial in behalf of respondents; that 
conviction would go out as a warning to 
the judiciary in the whole country against 
the increasing tendency of the day for 
that branch of government to encroach 
over the rights of the people. 

At the conclusion of Watson’s speech 
the roll was called on the first article of 
impeachment, which was the charge of 
unlawful issuance of mandamus against | 
the auditor or treasurer. It was recog- 
nized that if this charge was not sus- 
tained the other four would fall. It re- 
quired thirty-four votes to convict. The 
roll call Showed: Guilty, 27, all democrats; 
hot guilty, 23, eight republicans, three 
populists and twelve democrats. 

Democrats voting not guilty were 
Brown, Currie, Foushee, Glenn, Hender- 
son, Leak, London, Long, McAlister, Mc- 
Intyre, Stringfield and Sugg. 

After the vote on the first article 
Manager Allen offered to withdraw the 
other articles of impeachment, but on 
objection balloting was proceeded with. 

On articles two, three and four the vote 
was: Guilty, %; not guilty, 26. 

On article five the vote was: 
16; not guilty, &. 

Judgment of acquittal was then entered 
on record on all articles and the court of 
impeachment was adjourned sine die.

WANTED TO CREMATE. 


But the Police Interfered with Law- 


yer Patrick’s Plan. 

New York, March 28.—Judge Jerome, sit- 
ting as a committing magistrate, resumed 
the hearing today in the case of Albert 
T. Patrick, a lawyer against whom 
charges in connection with the death of 
William Marsh Rice, a Texas millionaire, 
have been made, The public prosecutor, 
in questioning witnesses, declared his 
purpose of showing that in 1900 Rice was 
Patrick’s only client, and also that he 
acted as attorney for both sides, In an 
action to which Rice was a party. 

Morris Meyer, a notary public, and at 
one time Patrick’s clerk, testified to draw- 
ing up the will of Mr. Rice, which was 
in Patrick's interest. 

John R. Potts, who shared an office 
with Patrick, testified that the latter, 
when borrowing from him to pay a Dill 
for printing, told him that a rich client 
had made him (Patrick) residuary lega- 
tee under his will, and showed him the 
will and the general assignments trans- 
ferring all of Rice’s property to Patrick. 

Potts said that’ after Rice’s death, 
Patrick asked him to go with him to 
Swenson & Sons. Patrick complained 
that a check for $25,000 that he had sent 
there on the previous day had tot been 
honored and wanted to know the rea- 
sons. Mr. Swenson, witness said, had 
explained that he had heard of Mr: Rice's 
death and that on that ground he had 
refused to honor the check. 

Potts said that Patrick had asked him 
to be custodian of the $25,000 check which 
had been certified to by the Fifth Avenue 
Trust Company. Witness said he took 
the check and deposited it to the account 
of the Appeal Printing Company, at the 
Chatham National bank. 

Judge Jerome asked the witness if he. did 
not think it an extraordinary proceeding 
on his part while Rice lay dead. 

*‘No,”’ said the witness. “I did not. I 
had seen the will. He said he was resi- 
duary legatee and I believed him. There 
was nothing improper about that.” 

The disposal of the body of the late 
millionaire then received some attention 
from Mr. Osborne . 

“Did Mr. Patrick ever speak to you 
about the funeral?’ Mr. Osborne asked. 

“He said Mr. Rice wanted to be cre- 
mated because Colonel Waring and Rob- 
ert Ingersoll had been cremated. It was 
for sanitary purposes also,” Mr. Patrick 
said. “I suggested that it would look 
better to give him a Christian burial with 
a clergyman and so forth. Patrick said 
Rice had positively stated that he did not 
want a minister.’’

WILL PROTECT AGRICULTURE. 


Chancellor Von Builow Says He Will 


Act with Vigor. 

Berlin, March 28.—During the discussion 
on the budget in the upper house of the 
diet today, Count von Buelow, the im- 
perial chancellor, said that he desired to 
win the confidence of the house by his 
conduct rather than by his promises. He 
had long lived in countries with a purely 
parliamentary form of government and 
had found much therein which was not 
bad, but which he did not like. He ob- 
jected especially to the fact that every 
new government and every new minister 
was in the habit of formulating a new 
programme full of assurances and prom- 
ises. 

When, in the course of time, God saw 
the harm that had been done, or, in other 
words, when the government in question 
was no longer in office, there remained 
unfulfilled much of what had been prom- 
ised. 

A resolution of the budget committee 
introduced into the upper house read as 
follows: 

"The house calls on the government of 
the state to work most strenuously to 
the end that, in the impending rear- 
rangement of politico-commercial affairs, 
.protection in the shape of essentially in- 
creased customs duties be granted to ag- 
riculture, and with this object in view to 
see that the customs tariff bill in course 
of preparation be submitted to the reichs- 
tag as soon as possible,’’ 

Count von Buelow promised that the 
bill should be laid before the bundesrath. 

He had not left room for doubt in either 
the diet or the reichstag that he consid- 
ered it the duty of the government to 
promote the interests of German agricul- 
ture with vigor and zeal. In preparing the 
bill the government would adhere to the 
principles just set forth. 

The statements were greeted with loud 
cheers, The resolution was adopted by a 
vote of 101 to 27. 

Heer Giese, chief mayor of Altona, 
spoke strongly against the imperial chan- 
cellor’s pro-agrarian declarations, alleg- 
ing that these would render: dearer the 
necessaries of life. 


COUNTESS RUSSELL DIVORCED. 


She Charged the Earl with Bigamy 
and Infidelity. 

London, March 2.—The Countess Rug-’ 
sell was granted a divorce today upon 
the ground of the alleged bigamy and 
adultery of the earl of Russell with Mrs. 
Somerville. The suit was not defended. 

Karl Russell was married to Mollie 
Somerville on April 15th, 1990, In Reno, 
Nevada. They had been living for sev- 
eral months previous in Nevada, where 
both had obtained decrees of divorce. 
Earl Rvssell obtained a divorce from 
Countess Russell on the ground of de- 
sertion. He alleged that she had ieft 
him nearly ten years ago. 


HOW TO FIGHT STEEL TRUST. 


That Subject Is Being Discussed in 
Great Britain. 

London, March 28.—Sir Christopher Fur- 
ness, head of the Furness line of steam- 
ers and chairman of the Irvines Shipbuild- 
ing and Dry Dock Company, has an arti- 
cle in The Dafly Mail this morning on 
how to best fight the American steel 
trust. He enters a strong protest against 
any form of protective duties, which he 
declares would be suicidal. He says he 
believes the growth of trusts will bring a 
reaction in the United States in favor of 
free trade and that English manufacturers 
should devote their attempts to securing 
a reduction of the excessive railway 
freight charges and the heavy royalties 
on mining and to technical education and 
similar undertakings as the best way to 
meet American competition.

The secretary said he presumed that 
Aguinaldo would be held as a prisoner of 
war. 
“What will be done with him?” Mr. 
Leng was asked. 
“It Is a little early to say,” responded 
the secretary, and then after a pause he 
added, smilingly, “I should say that he 
should be spanked with a shingle.” 
It was suggested to the secretary that, 
as a prisoner of war, who has rebelled 
against the authority of the United 
States, it might be incumbent, under mil- 
itary procedure, to deal with Aguinaldo 
by those rigorous steps usual to warfare.

ishment at times administered to the 
arch-head of an insurrection. 
Particularly ingghe war department did 
the capture of Aguinaldo cause discus- 
sion among the officials. As to the dis- 
porition to be made of the famous pris- 
oner, some of the army officers expressed 
the opinion that it would prove trouble- 
some, 

May Cause Embarrassment. 
Secretary Root said he remembered the 


‘capture of Jefferson Davis, also the ar-

ALL CREDIT IS DUE FUNSTON. 


MacArthur Praises Kansan—Be- 
lieves Rebellion Will Soon End. 

Washington, March 2.—A cablegram 
received at the war department late this 
afternoon from General MacArthur tells 
in a succinct way the history of Aguinal- 
do’s capture, gives all credit for the bril- 
liant exploit to General Funston, whose 
reward it suggests should be that of a 
brigadier general in the regular army, 
and finally closes with an expression of 
confidence in the speedy cessation of hos- 
tilities throughout the Philippine archi- 
pelago as a result of the capture. Except 
that it makes no reference to the dispo- 
sition to be made of Aguinaldo, the dis- 
patch covers the whole field of gossip 
and speculation excited in Washington 
by the news that Funston’s adventurous 
expedition had been crowned with com- 
‘plete success. The cablegram is as fol- 


lows: 

“Manila, March 28.—Adjutant General. 
Washington: Important messages fell 
into the hands of General Funston on 
February 28, from which Aguinaldo was 
located at Palanan, ‘sabella province. 
Expedition was organized consisting of 
Aguinaldo’s captured messenger, four ex- 
insurgent officers and seventy-eight Mac- 
abebes who spoke Tagalo, armed with 
Mausers and Remingtons, dressed to rep- 
resent insurgents. Funston commanded, 
accompanied by Captain Russell T. Haz- 
zard, Eleventh cavalry; Captain Harrv 
W. Newton, Thirty-fourth infantry; 
Lieutenants Oliver P. M. Hazzard, Elev- 
enth United States volunteer cavalrv; 
Lieutenant Burton J. Mitchell, Fortieth 
United States, volunteer infantry. Offi- 
cers dressed as American privates and 
represented as prisoners. Expedition 
sailed from Manila March 6th on Vicks- 
burg and landed March l4th east coast 
Luzon, twenty miles south Casiguran. 
Reached Palanan marching at 3 o’clock 
on afternoon March 23rd. Natives com- 
pletely misled. Supposed detachment 
was insurgent reinforcements for which 
supplies were furnished. Aguinaldo also 
sent supplies and had his escort of fortv 
men paraded to extend proper honor. A 
short distance from Aguinaldo’s quarters 
disguise discarded, combat followed, re- 
sulting two insurgents killed, eighteen 
rifles, one thousand rounds ammunition 
captured together with Aguinaldo and 
two prigcipal staff officers. No casual- 
ties on our side. Svlendid co-operation of 
navy, through Commander Barry and of- 
ficers and men of Vicksburg, indispensa- 
ble to success. Funston loudly praises 
navy. Entire army joins in thanks to sea 
service. 

“The transaction was brilliant in con- 
ception and faultless in execution. All 
credit must go to Funston, who, under 
supervision of General Wheaton, organ- 
ized and conducted expedition from start

Will Probably Be Made Brigadier in 
Regular Army. 

Washington, March 28.—Next to the 
capture of Aguinaldo himself, the chief 
interests of the day centered in the re- 
ward which the government would give 
to General Funston for the brilliant and 
successful consummation o% his project. 
He stands today on the records of the 
war department as second on the Iist of 
brigadier generals of volunteers, being 
prececed by Brigadier General James F. 
Smith, of California. ‘There have been 
several pending vacancies of a high grade 
in the regular service, and more or less 
speculation as to whether Funston would 
receive one of these appointments. One 
of the vacancies is in the high rank of 
major general, but tNere has been no idea 
that the young Kansan would be tendered 
such an exalted rank. Next in order 
there has been one vacancy in the grade 
of brigadier general of the regular ser- 
vice, with a second vacancy likely to 
occur on the retirement of cne of the 
present brigadiers. : 

This, in effect, makes two vacancies in 
the regular grade of brigadier, It is pos- 
Sible that a way may be opened for Gen- 
eral Funston’s appoinrment as a, briga- 
dier genera] of the regular service. There 
is no doubt that suitable recognition will 
be given to his achievement. 

The army officers, who are acquuinted 
by personal experience with the treacher- 
ous side of the Filipino character, deciare 
that Funston undoubtedly took his life in 
his hands when, with his little support 
of four white men and a small body of 
natives of unknown loyalty, he ventured 
to the lair of the insurgent lender. Past 
experience has shown the great dinger of 
trusting the natives too far, and fortunate 
it was for Funston that his confidence 
in hig scouts was not misplaced. 

Representative Long, of Kansas, was ot 
the war department today, and discussed 
with officials the rewarding of General 
Funston for the capture ef Aguina‘do. 
Mr. Long says that about six weeks ago 
the Kansas delegation called upun Sec- 
retary Root and the president and recom- 
mended General Funston for promction 
for past services. It was sraid then that 
there were no piace for General Funston 
except in one of the staff departments, 
unless he was made a brigadier general, 
and it was said that he could not expect 
such a promotion <s that. 


EXACT STATUS OF AGUINALDO 


Rigorous Procedure for Treason Not 
Likely To Be Adopted. 
Washington, 


the exact status of Aguinaldo, whether 
he is to be tried, and what punishment, 
if any, is to be meted out to him, but 
there are certain general principles which 
are said to be clearly estavlished, and the 
first question. asked is as to whether 
Aguinaldo is to be tried as a military or 
as a civil offender. If he is to be regard- 
ed as having committed treasonable acts, 
or fomented an insurrection against the 
United States government, then the trial 
would be of a civil character, for these 
are political offenses against the author- 
ity of the United States government, and 
are not offenses under the articles of war 
to be tried by a military courtmartial or 
commission. It is hardly expected that 
the rigorous procedure for treason would 
be adopted. If it should be, section 5,332 
of the Revised Statutes provides that 
“every person guilty of treason shall suf- 
fer death, or, at the discretion of the 
court, shall be imprisoned at hard labor 
for not less than five years, and fined 


not less than $10,000.’’ 

Another section provides for inciting 
insurrection, short of actual treason, and 
specifies the punishment as follows: 

‘Every person who incites, sets on foot, 
assists or engages in any rebellion or in- 
surrection against the authority -of the 
United States shall be punished by im- 
prisonment not more than ten years or 
by a fine of not more than $10,000, or bv 
both.”’ 

The foregoing, however, are political of- 
fenses against the authority of the 
United States. It is presumed that Ag- 
uinaldo will be held for the present at 
least as a military prisoner. If tried as 
such, it would be because he had offend- 
ed against some of the articles of war. 
Already there have been several trials of 
Filipino officials for offenses avainst mil- 
itary usage, such as brutality, but a mil- 
itary tribunal will not take up the larger 
political offense against the authority of 
the United States. Article 154 of the reg- 
ulations governing armies in the field re- 
cites: 

‘Treating in the field the rebellious en- 
emy according to the law and usages of 
war had never prevented the legitimate 
government from trying the leaders of 
the rebellion, or the chief rebels, for high 
treason and from treating them accord- 
ingly, unless they are included in a gen- 
eral amnesty.”’ 

This article is referred to as showing 
that the warfare in the Philippines has 
not given Aguinaldo such a‘strict mili- 
tary status as to relieve him from the 
higher and graver civil offense of’ high 
treason. At the same time, there is 
little belief that this offense will * be 
charged, the idea being that he will be 
held as a prisoner without any definite 
determination of his status and perhaps 
in time granted amnesty on condition 
that he leave the country. ‘

Admiral Believes That Aguinaldo’s 
Capture Will End War. 

New York, March 2.—Admiral Dewey 
was at the Albemarle hotel today ana 
was interviewed as to the probable effect 
of the capture of Aguinaldo. He ex- 
pressed the greatest satisfaction at the 
news of the capture and said he thought 
that this would really wind up the perioa 
of resistance. He also said: 

“T am delighted to hear this news. Of 
course we had the warning a few days 
ago that it might occur, but it looked 
like a very risky undertaking, and if Fun- 
ston had lost his life every one woulda 
have said, ‘I told you so.’ It appears to 
be a very creditable piece of work on the 
part of Funston and in keeping with his 
previous exploits. It was, in fact, a case 
ef fighting the devil with fire.

One thing I won- 
der about is that the dispatches today 
from Manila dvscribe him as ‘talking 
freely.’ When I first saw him he was 
notably reticent and a goed deal of his 
strength came from the fact that he did 
not talk much. The people belleved that 
he was invulnerable, however, and that 
no harm could be done him. There was 
a story current, in fact, that a dozen men 
had stood up and fired at nim as a test. 
I suppose there were no bullets in the 
guns. That story went everywhere. The 
people are intensely superstitious and 
they believed no harm could befall him.

General Funston’s parents live on a farm 
five miles from Iola. Mr. Funston was at 
work in the fleld near the little farmhouse 
when told the news. He exclaimed: 

“Well, that is certainly gratifying. It 
certainly adds a crowning glory to his 
career. We were afraid when he start- 
ed out that he might be the dupe of the 
treacherous natives, and this was the 
first time I ever saw his mother worry. 
I don’t know what Fred will do. He 
wrote that he expected to come home 
next summer, but might go back as a 
civilian, of course.

er for many months by the Filipino in- 
surgents in the jungles of Luzon, re- 
joices to hear of the capture of Aguinaldo. 
Gilmore is aboard the receiving’ ship 
Franklin, at this navy yard, where he has 
been since his return to this country after 
his long captivity. He is inclined to the 
belief that the capture of the insurgent 
chieftain will deprive the Filipinos of the 
directing genius of their guerilla cam- 
paign and bring the war to a close. He 
does not underrate Aguinaldo’s ability, 
and therefore sees the effect that his 
capture will have upon a cause that has 
been upheld and strengthened by his 
counsels.

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Loe Lansdome Complains of 
— Secrecy About Manchuria 


BRITAIN WANTS OFEA D00R 


Czar’s Government Denies Seizure of 
_ ‘Manchuria, Is Intended, But 
; Won’t Disclose the Agree- 
'  ment—England Won’t 
Oppose “Vivendi.” 


London. March 2%.—In the house of 
lords today Lord Lansdowne, the foreign 
_gecretary, announced that no further 
military operations by the British troops 
in China were contemplated for the pres- 
ent. 
+ When Field Marshal Count Von Wal- 
_@ersee recently ordered preparations for 
the expedition the foreign secretary said 
the British government instructed Gen- 
eral Gaselee to communicate with the 
home government before proceeding 
therein. 

The compliance of China with the de- 
mands of the powers is hardly of such 
character as to justify the withdrawal 
of the allied forces, but the British gxov- 
ernment’ hoped to be able, before long. 
to withdraw or reduce its forces in 
China. Negotiations were necessarily 
slow with the refugee government. On 
the broad questions, however, there was 
a’ practical unanimity among the powers. 
The allies had agreed they were not at 
war with China and resired to derive no 
territorial advantage from the present 
events. They also recognized the bind- 
ing nature of the existing treaties and 
desired to maintain the open door in com- 

' mercial and economical questions, while 
within the spheres where existed prefer- 
ential rights there should be equality of 
opportunity for all the powers concerned. 
The British minister at Pekin has been 
instructed to be moderate in his demands, 
and the government only desired to 
strengthen the guards sufficiently to in- 
sure the safety of the legations. 

Question of Indemnity. 


In regard to the question of indemnity 
it has been decided that the claims should 
be forwarded by the powers in one lot. 
As to the source whence the indemnity 
should be paid it was not desired to im- 
pose on China any crushing burden. To 
do so would be contrary to the policy of 
the British government, which policy 
was to respect the existence of China as 
a power. He did not despair of seeing 
China reformed, The people possessed 
many good qualities. 

Both the British and German govern- 
ments had informed Chiea thet it was 
‘not desirable while negotiating with the 
powers as a whole that she shvuuld enter 
into a private arrangement involving 
territorial or financial considerations with 
any other power. Russia had again as- 
sured Great Britain that the 6ccypation 
of the British railroad was only tempor- 
ary ard without prejudice to the inter- 
‘ests involved. 

Great Britain had.not waived her rights 
in connection with these railroads nor 
had she ignored the interests of the share 
holders. As to sources’ of revenue he 
thought the maritime customs might be 
readjusted so as to impose a real instead 
of a nominal 6 per cent aa valorem duty. 
Certain free articles should be subject 
to duty, but caution was necessary lest 
the interests of British commerce be ram- 
axed. 

Referring to the Anglo-German agree- 
ment he said that when this was being 
negotiated the German government gave 
Great Britain to understand that, in the 
German view. Manchuria was not a place 
where they considered thex had any in- 
fluence. He thought, however, that the 
point did not deserve too much attention, 
pointing out that the ou:y two treaty 
ports in Manchuria were New Chwang 
and Ta Léen Wan, with regard to which 
explicit assurances had been given by 
Russia. Lord Lansdowne said he had 
seen newspaper reports suggesting that 
Count von Buelow, the German imperial 
chancellor, had interpreted the agree- 
ment differently from Great Britain, but 
the point did not seem vital because all 
the powers, including Germany, had re- 
peatedly declared that their policy was to 
maintain the integrity of China. 

Manchurian Agreement. 


In regard to the reported Manchurian 
agreement Lord Lansdowne said he was 
not in a position to pass opinion on the 
matter.

If the document really fell within 
the language used by Count Lamsdorff, 
his majesty’s government would certain- 
ly not object to it. Until these uncer- 
tainties were removed Great Britain 
could not do otherwise than adhere to the 
view that China, at a time when she was 
negotiating with the whole of the powers, 
should not simultaneously enter into a 
private and seperate arrangement involv- 
ing territorial and financial conditions with 
another power. That was the language 
used by the German government. His 
majesty’s government would be tena- 
cious in matters of principle. In matters 
of detail they realized they must not 
always expect to have tkeir own way. 
They would use their best endeavors to 
bring the negotiations to a close and ter- 
minate a situation which was inconven- 
jent and fraught with danger to all con- 
cerned. 

Cassini Reassures Hay. 

Washington, March 28.—The Russian 
authorities have given definite and posi- 
tive assurances to the state department 
that the dismissal of McLeavy Brown, 
the high official of the Korean govern- 
ment, was not due in any way to Rus- 
sian influence. 

The Russian ambassador, Count Cas- 
sini, had an extended conference with 
Secretary Hay today. Count Cassini's 
visit resulted in the fullest assurance 
that the affair was not one in which 
Russia had been concerned, and that it 
was purely a matter of the domestic 
affairs of Korea, which the Korean offi- 
cials had carried out according to their 
own desires. 3 

During the course of the interview 
there was a further reference to Russia’s 
purpose in Manchuria. It was made to 
appear that this particular agreement be- 
tween Russia and China is really nothing 
more than a modus vivendi. It is purely 
temporary in character, according to the 
Russian contention. The purpose is, ac- 
cording to that contention, to restore law 
and order under Chinese authority in 
Manchuria and provide for the gradual 
withdrawal of the Russian troops.

Kaiser Makes Sensational Speech 
lo Alexander Regiment 


HE FEARS A REVOLUTION 


He Tells the Soldiers They Must Bé 
Ready Day and Night To Shed 
Blood for Him-—Speech 
Caused |‘ Amazement — 

in Germany. 


Berlin, March 28.—Emperor William, in 
the course of a speech to the Alexander 
regiment in the courtyard of the barracks, 
said, according to The Kreuz Zeitung, 
that his hearers must be ready day. and 
night to act as the bodyguard of their 
king and give their life blood if necessary 
for the emperor and his house. 

Calling to mind the events. of 1848, his 
majesty said that if such days should 
come again, the regiment would certainly 
repress all subordination or. misconduct 
against the king. | 

Amazement is everywhere expressed at 
the emperor’s strong hints of a possible 
revolutionary rising and of street fights 
with the troops, Well informed circles 
see in his majesty’s deliverance further 
proof that the attack upon him by Wei- 
land at Bremen has very seriously af- 
fected his views and attitude toward the 
German people. 

The versions of the speech differ wide- 
ly. A number of the papers this even- 
ing do not print a word of it, and these 
include the entire semi-official press. 

The Lokal Anzeiger’s version, which is’ 
the longest, makts the emperor say some 
very extreme things. The account pub- 
lished by The Tageblatt contains also 
some severe pasjages. The Boersen Cou- 
rier prints another version, still more 
strongly emphasizing the emperor’s wish 
that the new barracks should serve as a 
fortress for the protection of the castle. 
The fact is that not a single newspaper 
man was present when the address was 
delivered, as none were admitted to the 
courtyard. All the versions were based 
upon subsequent accounts furnished by 
spectators, but they tally substantially. 

The Freisinnige Zeitung this evening 
says: 

‘“‘Emperor William had no reason to talk 
about revolution and the like, because 
Weiland’s deed was the act of an irre- 
sponsible epileptic. Moreover his majesty 
forgets that the revolution of 1848 was 
part of a general uprising throughout the 
whole of Germany.’”’ 

This paper also criticises the reply of 
the regimental commander, who called 
the Bremen attempt a “bestial crime.” To- 
morrow’s press comment throughout Ger- 
many will intensify the sensation.

CLAYTON MAKES A STATEMENT 


Addressed Committee After Wil- 
liam Venable Had Made Re- 
mark About a Clause. 


Those who attended the meeting of the 
streets committee of, council yesterday af- 
ternoon expecting an interesting session 
were not disappointed. At one time it 
looked as if @ personal encounter would 
take place between City Engineer R. M. 
Clayton and William Venable, who was 
interested in one of the bids for the Cap- 
itol avenue paving. 

Beyond a statement by Mr. Venable 
and a declaration by the city engineer, 
the meeting was without features border- 
ing on the sensational. The meeting was 
held for the purpose of awarding the con- 
tract for the paving of Capitol avenue, 
and after a comparatively short hearing 
the award was made. 

The committee, by a unanimous vote, 


, agreed that the bid of the Southern Pav- 


ing and Construction Company, of Chat- 
tanooga, was the lowest submitted, and 
@ recommendation that that bid be ac- 
cepted will be sent to council on Monday 
afternoon. The bid was $2.34 per square 
yard, the concrete base of the paving be- 
ing made from stone now on the street. 


Collier Makes Report. 
Last Tuesday when the matter came up 
for the consideration of the streets com- 


mittee it was decided to await an inves- 
tigation of the street by Commissioner of 
Public Works Collier, who was to report 
on the amount and condition of the stone 
paving now on that street. A meeting 
was held yesterday afternoon at 2 o’clock 
for the purpose of hearing that report and 
selecting the lowest bidder. 

Commissioner Collier submitted a writ- 
ten report, in which he stated that he 
had made ten different excavations and 
had found that there was an average of 
ten inches of macadam and rubble on 
the street. The recommendation was that 
the Southern Paving and Construction 
Company’s bid was the lowest. Council- 
man Longino then moved to accept that 
bid. 

Councilman Branch Lewis, who took an 
active part in the discussion, stated that 
he had no preference as between the two 
companies; that. he stood for Atlanta and 
was governed in his action by the opin- 
ions of the city engineer and the commis- 
sioner of public works. 

Before any action was had, however, 
Mr. Venable, who was interested in the 
bid of the Warner-Quinlan Company, 
stated that he should like to say a few 
words, After some preliminary remarks, 
he said that there was one clause in the 
specifications of the Capitol avenue work 
that he had not seen in specifications for 
similar work.of former years. 

He referred to that clause which re- 
quired that the successful bidder should 
have a plant working within thirty days 
after the contract was let, and that the 
company should give ample assurance 
that it was financially able to carry out 
the contract. He seemed to think that 
this provision was calculated to work a 
hardship on any company other than the

The census fraud disclosures 
Maryland continue interesting. 

As the result of investigations made 
under the direction Qf the census bu- 
reau, other arrests of those implicated 
in the making of the returns for St. 
Mary county have been made, and 
the prosecuting officials express satis- 
faction at the evidence they have 
against those charged ‘with fraud. 
Three of the nine enumerators who 
took the census of St. Mary county 
have been arrested and one republican 
leader, who is accused of helping along 
the padding, is also in the toils.

The Danish West Indies, 

‘The Copenhagen correspondent of 
The London Daily Mail is right when 
he refers to the improbability of the 
acceptance by this government of the 
terms which the Danish government is 
presumed to have laid down in its offer 
to sell the Danish West Indies. 

For some time the Danish powers- 
that-be have been endeavoring to agree 
among themselves upon the disposition 
‘of these little islands, and there has 
been more or less negotiation between 
Copenhagen and Washington concern- 
ing them. Before the outbreak of the 
Spanish war there was a strong dis- 
position on the part of the Washing- 
ton authorities to purchase these is- 
lands if possible, but since Porto Rico 
came to us their value has ‘been very 
considerably lessened. Without Porto 
Rico they might have been valuable as 
furnishing a naval base commanding 
| the Carribean end of the proposed tn- 


‘in our control their value from this 
standpoint vanishes. 

We have, however, given notice to 
Denmark that this government could 
not consent to the transfer of these 
islands to any European power. Such 
a transfer would be in the teeth of the 
Monroe doctrine. And this being the 
case, we probably ought to take them 
off her hands if Denmark is anxious 
rto sell. 

What the Danish government desired 
in the matter has been uncertain. One 
element has been strongly opposed, 
from purely sentimental reasons, to 
parting with this last vestige of the 
country’s holdings in the western hem- 
isphere, but the more practical Danish 
statesmen have considered it a part of 
wisdom to sell islands which have been 
a constant burden upon the treasury. 
It is understood that an offer of ap- 
proximately three million dollars was 
made for thia property. before the 
Spanish war. What Denmark now 
asks is embodied ig the following 
terms: 

1. Four million dollars to be paid to 
Denmark. 

9. The population to decide by vote 
whether to remain Danish or to be trans- 
ferred to America. 

8. If the vote is favorable to the United 
States then the inhabitants to become 
immediately not only American subjects, 
but American citizens. 

4. Products of the island to be admitted 
to the United States free of duty. 

There might be little disagreement 
over the price, for so long as we are 
in the business of buying islands a 
million dollars more or less can make 
little difference. We paid Spain one 
hundred thousand dollars the other 
day for two barren bits of island prop- 
erty which could not be made as valua- 
ble as St. Thomas and St. Croix in 
four thousand years. But it is mani- 
festly impossible to meet some of these 
other terms at this time. 

Not until the supreme court of the 
United States has given us a clean-cut 
decision on all phases of the consti- 
tution-and-flag controversy can _ this 
government answer definitely the third 
and fourth of these Danish proposi- 
tions. If the decision should be that 
sovereignty over Porto Rico carries 
with it full American citizenship, then 
there could be no question of the ac- 
ceptance of the third and fourth pro- 
visions of the Danish propositon. If, 
however, the decision is on the line of 
argument advanced by Attorney Gen- 
eral Griggs, the whole matter will be 
in the hands of congress. In either 
event Denmark will have to wait for 
her answer.

Bicycles Still in Demand. 
With the opening of the spring sea- 
son the bicycle is again strikingly in 
evidence along the public highways.

Automobiles, locomobiles and other 
up-to-date substitutes for the older 
methods of wheeling are steadily grow- 
ing in popularity and use, but they 
have not retired the bicycle, nor are 
they likely to do so soon. So happily 
is the bicycle adapted to the wants of 
the masses on account of its simplicity 
of structure and ease of operation that 
it. will no doubt continue to hold its 
place regardless of the innovations 


| which may appear from time to time. 


Such mechanical devices may largely 
supersede horse carriages, but they are 
not likely to eupersede the bicycle. 
Many patrons of the bicycle have 
been discouraged from using the wheel 
to any great extent on account of bad 
roads, but in such cases the fault is 
in the public highways rather than in 
the bicycle; and so ia order to make 
the use of bicycles more general, it is 
Only necessary to secure good roads. 
t present the bicycle factories 
throughout the country are doing an 
enormous business. Unusually large 
demands are anticipated this season 
and more bicycles will be put on the 
market than ever before. New estab- 
lishments interested either in the man- 
ufacture or in the sale of bicycles are 
springing up daily, and from present 
indications the trade will be immense. 
Improvements in the bicycle are be- 
ing made from year to year, and prob- 
ably the output of the approaching 
season will be superior in many re- 
spects to the instruments now in use.

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RAPID PIRING GUNS ARF | 
BEING PUT ON CRUISERS 


Washington, March 2,—(Special.)— 
Work of great importance which has at- 
tracted but little attention is being car- 
ried on by the ordnance bureau of the 
navy department. When it is completed ' 
the old cruisers like the Philadelphia, 
Yorktown, Newark, Boston, Baltimore, 
‘Olympia, Cincinnati and Raleigh will be 
of much greater. offensive power than 
they were during the war with Spain, 
This important work is that of supplying 
them with ordnance that is up to date 
and possibly just a little ahead of what 
is being done for the ships of the Euro- 
pean navies. 

Very little outward change is being 
made in these cruisers, hence the very 
small amount of attention that has been 
given to the work by other than the ord- 
nance experts. The changes are al] in the 
breech mechanism and mounts of the six- 
inch rifles, which are the heaviest guns 
carried by this class of cruisers. The 
guns that these vessels carried during 
the Spanish-American war were slow- 


firers. When they come out of dry dock 
several of the hulls will be lengthened 
and all of the guns will be converted Into 
rapid-firers. To the non-technical mind 
the difference between slow-firers and 
rapid-firers is not very great; but in war- 
fare the man who has the gun that shoots 
oftenest, provided he is a fair gunner, will 
come out victorious. As the guns now 
are, they wil fire three or four times in 
five minutes. After ora S — 
ity for shooting will be practically - 
bled. The increased capacity will be at 
least 33 per cent. ‘That is, instead of 
shooting twice in a given period of time, 
the rebuilt rifles will shoot three times. 

About the only difference a man unfa- 
miliar with ordnance would be able to 
discover between the six-inch guns con- 
verted and unconverted will be the change 
in the form of the ammunition. The six- 
inch guns now in use have what is known 
as loose ammunition. When they are 
converted into rapid-firers the powder 
and shot for them will be in the form of 
a cartridge, much as is used in rifles and 
revolvers. The powder will be in a brass 
case, into which the projectile will be 
thrust and held by friction. The guns as 
they are now loaded require three or four 
operations. In. the first place, the shot 
is hoisted to the level of the preech and 
thrust in. Then the powder follows, af- 
ter which the priming charge or ordinary 
black powder is inserted. Finally comes 
the fuse. All these operations take up 
time, which is the most valuable thing in 
the world when ships are engaged in the 
mighty game of battle. When the guns 
are converted the charge will be made at 
one operation and fired just as quick as 
the agile men behind the guns can screw 
the breech block into place. 

The change from slow to quick fire is 
brought about by putting a jacket into 
the breech of the gun. For a year or 
more the naval gun factory here in 
Washington has been engaged in making 
hew six-inch rapid-fire guns and fitting 
the old ones with the jackets that will 
enable them to receive the breech mech- 
anism which will make the use of car- 
tridge ammunition possible. This work 
of putting in jackets instead of shrinking 
them on the outside, which is the usual 
operation, is of about as fine a character 
as has ever been undertaken. It requires 
great skill. The joint must be absolutely 
flush and the weld perfect. If the jacket 
should be as much as one-hundredth part 


of an inch above or below the surface of 
the rest of the bore of the gun, it would 
afford a lodging place for the gasses ‘and 
acids generated by the combustion of the 
powder. Erosion would set in and in a 
very short time the rifle would be abso- 
lutely .worthless and probably very dan- 
gerous to the men engaged in handling 
it. But the gun factory: te undoubtedly 
equal to the performance of the task. 
Converted pieces have been tested at the 
Indian Head proving grounds below 
Washington and have done as fine work 
as if they were of but one piece. The 
ordnance officers are satisfied themselves 
that this jacket could be inserted into 
the bore of the old rifles before they be- 
gan the very expensive operation of 
changing the character of the armament 
of the cruisers already mentiored. 

The government gun factory is a con- 
tinued source of wonder to the makers of 
guns in Europe. In some of the smaller 
rifles, shavings of the thickness of thé 
very thinnest tissue paper manufactured 
are taken off. The measurements are 
made as fine as the one-thousandth part 
of an inch. In the European gun factory 
the hundredth of an inch fs about as near 
exact Measurement as they make an ef- 
fort to achieve. The exceedingly great 
care shown in the manufacture of guns 
for the American navy pays, and pays 
well, when the ordnance is subjected to 
the supreme test of firing in actual bat- 
tle. 

The converted guns, and in fact all the 
ordnance of the navy, is being supplied 
with the American smokeless powder, 
which only requires about three-fifths as 
much by weight to constitute a charge 
that gives a velocity of 3,000 feet per sec- 
ond to the projectile, on a maximum pres- 
sure of fifteen tons to the square inch. 
This is a better record than hag yet been 
made by any gun or smokeless powder in 
use in other navies. Some of the other 
smokeless powders are reported as giving 
excellent ballistic resujts, but they con- 
tain a large percentage of nitro-glycerine. 
This injures the rifling of the gun by 
quick erosion. The American smokeless 
powder, after many testS, is believed to 
have very little effect on the bore of the 
piece. 

The ordnance bureau is also continuing 
its experiments in an effort to produce a 
seven-inch rapid-fire gun. The experi- 
mental gun is néaring completion. If it 
meets expectationg our navy will have a 
cannon that will make the six-inch armor 
of the heavy vessels of BDurope of no 
avail. If it is a success all of the new 
battleships will carry seven-inch instead 
of six-inch guns in their broadside bat- 
teries. Germany has been trying to con- 
vert her eight-inch guns into rapid-firers 
but the cartridges are so large that they 
cannot be handled with any greater 
speed than is attained in loading with the 
loose ammunition. For that reason we 
are trying experiments with a piece of

Buena Vista—En Route Through Geor- 
gia—While riding over the country with

self as a philosopher in horse-flesh. “Do 
you not know.” asked he, “that horses 
are like people? You can take a horse 
paised in any state in the union, and lo- 
cate him by his agremnt with the peo- 
pie thereof. I have been watching horses 
for forty years and have never known 
my method to fail. You notice that the 
horse we are now driving ts an extremely 
intelligent beast. He looks around witb 
all the caution of a wise man measuring 
his surroundings in order to overcome 
them. He is of Kentucky plood, swift but 
sure of every step, and never oermitting 
himself to become balked. 


“Just look there,” said the gentle- 
man, with whip uplifted by way of in- 
dex, “some rascal has left a Uttle pile 
of rubbish in the center vf the bridge 
roadway, calculated to scare almost any 
Slowly we apprvached it. The 
horse reached out his head, holding nose 
wel] to the front.

He quickly reasoned that he 
could overcome it, and instead of mak- 
ing a fool of himself shying from it. he 
just went on about his business as if 
it was not there at all.” 


That afternoon we sat behind a differ- 
ent animal. “I hope you nave an acci- 
dent insurance policy,” said the driver, 
“for this animal, though fine enough to 
look at, is a Kansag fool. I’ve got to 
hold the lines tight on him to make him 
keep his place.” Just then’ the horse 
shied from a twig lying on the side of 
the road. “Like the Kansas fool that he 
is,” muttered the driver. ‘“‘The Kansas 
horse has no training, no instinct of 
blood, no sense of what to do. He re- 
minds you of Mrs. Nation, Jerry Simpson 
and that long-whiskereq Peffer, Some- 
times when he’s extra skittish, I even 
think I can see an approach to Mrs.

The in- 
crease in the price of tinware, however. 
may be scarcely more than nominal to 
individual consumers, but to wholesalers 
the increase is likely to ve from 16 to 
2% per cent. Private advices state that 
all quotations have been withdrawn pend- 
ing the sending out of a new schedule 
of prices. 

According to a big dealer in canned 
fruits and vegetables, this year’s output 
of canned goods will range from one- 
half to one cent higher for each two- 
pound tin than last year.

There is now every prospect that White- 
hall street, from the junction of Forsyth 
to the south approach of the proposed 
Whitehall street viaduct, will be paved 
with asphalt. 

This improvement will include the en- 
tire dry goods district and a large part 
of the residence section. It would mean 
an asphalted thoroughfare stretching 
from railroad tracks on Wall street 
to the iron bridge over the old East Ten- 
nessee tracks below Humphries street.

Prominent Whitehall street property 
owners apneared before the streets com-~ 
mittee in the interest of the petition and 
Pave @very assurance that they were will- 
ing to do what they could to have the 
work done before next year. Among those 
who spoke were Green P. Dodd, whose 
residence is on Whitehall street, and who 
also owns additional property on that 
street: Captain William Brotherton, also 
a large property owner; ex-Sheriff J. J.

The petitioners want Whitehall street 
put on a better grade and paved so that 
it will be one of the handsomest thor- 
oughfares in the city.

At the Coming Meeting of the Com- 
missioners Several Big Changes 
Will Be Made in Force. 
What ‘Will Become 
of Manly? 


It is conceded in police circles, as was 
stated in The Constitution several days 
ego, that Captain John W. Rall will be 
the next chief of police. The race has all 
along been between him and Major Ken- 
drick, and lately it has been definitely 
known that the commisstoners would not 
g0 outside the department for a chief. 

The report which was circulated of cer- 
tain commigsioners holding a “caucus” 
is denied by members of the board whose 
names have been mentioned in that con- 
nection. Conferences may have been 
held, it is admitted, as have always been 
done between members of the board prior 
to @ general election, but no caucus, they 
say, has been held for the purpose of put- 
ting a “slate” through next Saturday. 

That Captain Ball is the choice of the 
majority of the members of the board 
bas been known for nearly a week, 

It is also understood that a majority of 
the members of the board favor the fol- 
lowing officers for the department fur the 
ensuing two years: 

For chief: Captain Ball. 

For captains: John A. Thompson, 
Henry Jennings and Frank M. McCurdy. 
For detective sergeant: Harry White. 
For field sergeants: Casper Brenning, 
John Abbott, J. L. Beavers, J. A. Hollis, 

T. W. Ivy and C. P. Martin. 

It is further said that one desk sergeant 
may be changed, but the matter has not 
yet been settled. 

From the same soufce comes talk about 
changes in the detective department, and 
it seems probable that at least three 
members will be either dropped or re- 
duced to ranks, 

Where Will Chief Manly Go? 

What position will be offered to Chief 
Manly, if any, is not yet known. The 
members of the board who are sald to be 
in the majority and who favor a change 
and will vote for Captain Ball, have been 
perplexed about the present chief. He 
has been on the force for many years. 
His health has not been good, and this fs 
the main reason for his not being re- 
elected. 

The election of another chief wouid not 
be considered as any reflection on Chief 
Manly, as the police force all go out of 
office every two years, and no man has 
any claim on the office he holds. It ig 
the same as the election of council] mem- 
bers and members of the city boards. 

Sergeant Bedford, who has been at the 
head of the detective department, will 
probably be retained in that department. 

Sergeant Mike White, who has been at 
the head of the mounted force, will still 
ride a horse, if It is true that he will give 
way to Officer Hollis, who, if he is clected 
a sergeant, will be placed on a horse, 

Sergeant Moss may be provided for, but 
just what the board may do about him 
if he is defeated as a sergeant is not yet 
known. 

How the Forecasts Are Made. 

All of these forecasts are not made by 
The Constitution from alleged “‘caucuse3,” 
but from a general view of the field 
and talks with all of the commissioners 
from time to time since the election has 
been under way. There may be some er- 
rors in the list of changes, but it is be- 
lieved to be generally correct. 

The board will meet Saturday after- 
noon, and then what is to be will. be 
known for certain. 

As to the dropping of the men, ‘t is 
said that at least twenty will be asked 
to step aside for new men. 

Members of the board claim that there 
are some men on the force who &re rot 
fit to be public officers, drawing public 
money for services which they do not 
"When the cry is raised: ‘“‘Why let men 
go who have been on the force for years?’

Will Make a Good Chief. - 

If Captain Ball is elected chief of police 
he will come into the office like the late 
Arthur B. Connolly, a self made man. He 
fas resided in Atlanta many years, com- 
ing here as a poor boy from the country. 
He first secured work with a street car 
company, and the late Henry W. Grady 
and Mr. Joel Chandler Harris got him 
on the police force. He was first a super- 
numerary, then a regular. When the bi- 
cycle squad was organized, he was one 
of the first men to police on a wheel. He 
was elected to a sergeant’s place, and 
then turned down on account of politics, 
it was said. When the first vacancy oc- 
curfed he was re-elected a sergeant, and 
upon the death of Chief Connolly, when 
Chief Manly went up to the head of the 
department, he was made a captain. 

His work has always been conscientious 
and faithful. He is quiet in manner, but 
he has enough “backbone” to make a 
good chief, and it is believed he will, if 
he ie given the opportunity.

Michael Allen White, a farmer who 
lives near Lithonia, has a wife who is a 
prodigy, according to reports of her pow- 
ers brought to Atlanta. 

Mrs. White, it is said, enters a state 
akin to a trance whenever she lies down, 
and while in that condition can see things 
anywhere and under any circumstances, 
She can find things which have been hid- 
den or lost, read or do almost any kind 
of work in the dark, but when she re- 
covers she had no recollection of what 
she said or did while out of her normal 
cond:tion. 

A peculiar feature of this condition. ac- 
cording to Mr. White, is that it comes 
upon her whenever she lies down, and 
she then talks quite freely to members 
of her family with regard to her super- 
natural visions; but once water is thrown 
upon her or when she performs her morn- 
ing ablutions, all trace of the mysterious 
influence disappears. 

Mr. White said he had noticed these 
characteristics tn his wife for more than 
a year, but for a long time he could not 
be brought to believe in them, or to think 
that they were otherwise than mental 
wanderings.

Assistant Geologist Climbed a Tree

Council Committee Recommenda« 
That Work Be Done. 


GLENWOOD AVENUE PASSED UP 


Two Streets To Be Put in Good Con- 
dition at Aggregate Cost 
of $1,000. 


At a meeting of the streets committee 
of council yesterday afternoon it was de- 
cided to favorably recommend to council 
that Doane street, from South Pryor to 
Windsor, be graded and improved with 
curbing and sidewalks at an estimated 
cost of $500. Councilman Branch Lewis 
presented the matter to the committee 
and urged that the work be done as soon 
as possible. ‘ 

It was also agreed to recommend that 
Glenwood avenue be similary im proved, 
or as much of the work as could te dcne 
for $500. It was estimafed that the work 
would cost $979.50, but Alderman Day and 
Councilman Minhinnett, who advocated 
improving this street, said $500 would do 
much toward putting that thoroughfare 
in proper condition. 

The matter of requiring a watchman at 
the Powell street crossing was held up 
until an arbitration case between the city 
and the Central railroad concerning this 
crossing has been decided. It seems that 
the case has been in court about five 
years. Attorney Sanders McDaniel rep- 
resented the railroad company before the 
committee. 

The committee decid2d tc recommend 
that Mrs. Cornelia D. Cunningham be re- 
lieved from paying $106 as the cost of side- 
walks in front of her property on Luaicile 
avenue in West End. It seems that the 
land in question, which fs triangular in 
shape, is six feet wide on the east side 
of Peeples street and runs east along Lu- 
cile avenue 245 feet to a point. One of the 
members of the committee sald the en- 
tire strip was worth but a few dollars 
more than the bill for improvements. 

If the recommendation of the commit- 
tee is carried out by council, curbing and 
sidewalks will be laid on the west side of 
Fowler street from North avenue along 
the property of the Technological school 
and will be for a distance of 300 feet. The 
cost will be $175, and # is to come from 
the departments of streets ordinary. Cap- 
tain Lyman Hall, principa! of the schcol, 
appeared before the committee to urge 
that the work be lone. CounciIman 
Kontz had introduced a resolution provid- 
ing for this improvement. 

Some time ago Forrest Adair, chairman 
of the committee vn buildings and

in this city. Mr. Dargan, a South Caro- 
linan by birth, came to Atlanta from 
Dallas, Texas, where he had been special 
agent for the Queen Insurance Company, 
subsequently absorbed by the Royal, 
which now takes in the Lancashire. Mr. 
Dargan was prominent here both in the 
Pusiness and social world.

It is the intention of the Royal 
to continue the Lancashire as a separate 
company, with head office 'n Menchester. 
Nothing is obtainable as to how the 
American portfolio will be dealt with. The 
Lancashire’s most desirable home busi- 
ness is in Lancashire and Yorkshire coun- 
ties. In the cities of Liverpool, Manches- 
ter and Leeds its connections are particu- 
larly good. The Scottish portfolio of the 
Lancashire is not to be despised, and its 
Glasgow constituency are weli worth hav- 
ing. In London the Lancashire's f!nsur- 
ance in force was £7,658,000, a compara- 
tively small amount. 

The Atlanta agents for the Lancashire 
are Messrs. Hatcher and Dunlap, and 
they will no doubt continue to retain the 
agency. Speaking of the purchase of the 
Lancashire by the Royal, The New York 
Journal of Commerce says: 

The news of the taking over of’ the Lan- 
cashire will not greatly surprise underwriters 
here, as it has been well known that the com- 
pany’s operations in 1900 must have added 
another bad year to quite a series. Its Amer- 
ican business will doubtless receive a thorough 
overhauling. The United States branch wrote 
in 1900, $1,886,785.63 in net premiums, and 
if the business on this side is to be continued 
a liberal fraction of this sum would need to 
be pruned out.

of the derailment, the presumption was re- 
butted, and, in the absence of proof of negli- 
gence, a verdict for the plaintiff was not sus- 
tained by the evidence, 80 Ga, 202.

The law 
raises the presumption that it was; this pre- 
sumption casts on the company the burden of 
introducing evidence to show that it was not; 
otherwise a recovery may be had on the pre- 
sumption, The presumption is overcome only 
when the evidence ‘is sufficiently strong to 
show due care, When the company has intro- 
duced evidence which would warrant the con- 
clusion that it did show such care, and there 
is evidence to the contrary, the question of 
negligence is an open one to be finally deter- 
mined by the jury. | Gr.

There was no error in the refusal to charge, 
nor in the charges complained of, under this 
view of the law.

Little, J.—1!I. On the trial of an action to 
recover damages for personal injuries received 
by one using the streets of a city, in conse- 
quence of an obstruction therein, the evidence 
showing not only that the plaintiff received 
a serious hurt, but that he suffered much 
pain, a. verdict for three hundred dollars can- 
not be set aside as excessive. 

2. Though a particular instruction taken 
alone may be open to the criticism that it 
required a given qualification, yet where it 
plainly appears that elsewhere in the charge 
this very qualification of the doctrine laid down 
in such instruction was so distinctly and clear- 
ly stated as that the jury were not misled as 
to the true law, the giving of the instruction 
will not require the granting of a new trial.

Up for Action Yesterday. 


MR. JOEL HURT MADE A TALK 


Declared Further Taxation of Corpo- 
rations Would Be an Injustice, © 


A RESOLUTION BY CITY ATTORNEY 


It Calls for Changes Both in City 
Charter and State Laws—No 
Action Was Taken. 


Members of the tax committee of coun- 


(cil discussed at great length yesterday 


afternoon the resolution of Councilman 
Garrett in reference to taxing corpora- 
tions holding franchises in the city, but 
no action was taken in the matter other 
than to ask that further time he given 
the committee and chat fhe ordinance 
committee be added to discuss the ques- 
tion. 

Joel Hurt, of the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company, appeared before the 
committee and argued that more taxa- 
ticn on the roads. would be a burden end 
an injustice. He quoted statistics and 
told of the work his company had done 
in Atlanta. Colonel W. T. Moyers also 
spoke on the subject. 

City Attorney Mason presented a reso- 
lution to the committee asking that the 
legislature be requested to pass a Dill at 
its next session so changing the constitu- 
tion of the city that it would be able to 
directly tax every corporation doing busl- 
rees under a franchise in the city. This 
resolution is as follows: 

Be it resolved by the mayor and general 
council of the city of Atlanta, That the com- 
mittee on ordinances and legislation be re- 
quested to procure legislation as follows at the 
approaching session of the general assembly of 
the state of Georgia: 

1. An amendment to the charter of the city 
of Atlanta, striking therefrom the limitation of 
$200 on the power of the city to tax or charge 
for the registration of occupations and trades 
in said city. 

2. The repeal of that portion of the act of 
1890, providing. for the assessment and col- 
lection of taxes of railroads due municipalities 
to be made by and through the office of the 
comptroller general of the state of Georgia, and 
providing for the assessment and collection of 
such taxes by municipalities as other taxes are 
assessed and collected. 

3. The passage of an act especially declaring 
and defining the franchises held by corpora- 
tions as property end providing for the as- 
sessment and collection of taxes thereon. 

Hurt Objects to Resolution. 

After the reading of this resolution 
Joel Hurt was asked to make a statement 
before the committee as to why such 
action as this resolution called for should 
not be made. Mr. Hurt talked ‘at great 
length, ststing the history of the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company since its 
conception. In the course of these re- 
marks he said: 

“T think the question of taxing fran- 
chises nas largely resulted from the ex- 
citement with which the minds of the 
people have been filled during the past 
eighteen months, during which time there 
has been almost a continua] fight for 
po ae before the members of the 
council. If this resolution is passed and 
its contemplated action followed then the 


city Fact ~ ey will be hurt more than 
| damage it, for 


it would simply serve as a measure to 
drive all capital from the city, or at least 
cause a cessation of capital being invest- 
ed here. 

“This entire matter is an injustice, and 
is a class legislation against strect rail- 
way companies especially. We would be 
willing to pay our portion of the tax if 
all gther ccrporations which have bonds 
and «ctocks would do the same, and it 
seemis that we are to be taxed because 
we have bonds outstanding the*amount 
of which is considerable. Why not tax 
all and not make one class suffer injus- 
tice?”’ 

Councilman Reed then said the law was 
intended to apply to all corporations hold- 
‘ing franchises in the city, no matter 
vhether they were granted by the state 
or city. At this point Preston Arkwright 
arose and asked if representatives of 
other corporations had been asked to be 
prerent. When it was stated that none 
had, the members of the committee de- 
cided to give further discussion to the 
matter and to ask other corporations to 
_— representatives to the next meet- 
ng. 

It was then moved by Councilman Reed 
that the committee report to the council, 
ask for more time and ask that the or- 
dinance committee be added to consider 
the question. This motion was carried 
ahd the resolution will take such steps.

Negro Arrested on Eighty-Three Cases 
of Larceny: After Trust, 


HE TOOK MONEY AND GOLD 


He Operated in Atlanta for Several 
Years Before He Was Caught. 


HIS MANY VICTIMS FLOCK INTO COURT 


Police Had To Use Pistols Before the 
“Doctor” Would Submit to 
an Arrest. 


“Dr.”” William Thompson Smith, whv 
has been coining money by filling teeth 
on a bogus plan, was arrested Wednesday 
morning on eighty-three charges of lar- 
ceny after trust. 

It is one of the most remarkable cases 
ever made by the Atlanta police on ac- 
count of the large number of victims who 
flocked into court as prosecutors, and be- 
cause of the fact that he carried on his 
manipulations with teeth for several 
years in the city before he was finally 
run into cover. 

Officers Key and Luck arrested the doc- 
tor in thé rear of a house occupled by 
white people, and they had a lively time 
before the prisoner was induced to go to 
the police barracks. Officer Key had to 
fire his pistol in order to prevent the doc- 
tor using a knife. 

The case was called in the recorder’s 
court yesterday afternoon, and a great 
horde of negro women flocked around the 
prisoner to tell how he had palmed him- 
self off as a dentist and how he had 
fleeced them out of jewelry and money, 

One woman stated that she gave the 
doctor a pair of gold spectacles and five 
dollars. ‘‘The doctor told me," she stated, 


“that he would take the money as his| 


fee and melt the spectacles to get the goid 
for my teeth. I have never seen doctor, 
spectacies or money since, and that’s been 
two years ago.” 

Another woman told the recorder that 
the doctor had collected $11 and a gold 
watch from her. 

Among the articles which the doctor 
had taken were: Earbobs, gold-headed 
walking cane, gold watches, gold §eye- 
glasses, stud buttons and sleeve buttons. 
In every case the article received had 


‘to be of pure gold. 


One oki woman told about giving the 
doctor her husband’s watch, shoes and 
beaver hat. 

“My husband was in jail,’’ stated the 
woman, “and the doctor told me if I 
gave him the things he would fix my 
teeth and then conjure the judge so he 
would turn my husband out.” 

Five or six years ago Dr. Smith began 
his operations th Atlanta, and the police 
have been trying to catch him ever since. 
He changed his residence and name 6&0 
often that he was hard to locate. A wo- 
man, one of his recent victinis, pointed 
out the doctor Wednesday morning. 

The doctor made no denial. He had a 
lawyer and consented to be bound over 
for larceny after trust. 

The police state that there will be 
eighty-three cases upon which Smith 
will be tried, and if he gets a year in 
each case he will be eighty-three years 
serving out his sentences,

Injunction Case.

BILL OF EXCEPTIONS IS FILED 


Supreme Court To Decide Right of 
Rapid Transit Company To Use 
Grant Park Franchise. 


The attorneys for the Atlanta Railway 
and Power Company yesterday filed @ 
bill of exceptions to the decision of Judge 
Lumpkin in the contention between the 
Railway and Power Company and the 
Atlanta Rapid Transit Company as to 
the Hunter street and Cherokee avenue 
franchise. The bill of exceptions carries 
the case to the supreme court. 

The case is the outgrowth of injunction 
proceedings instituted against the Rapid 
Transit Company by the Railway and 
Power Company, the latter company 
seeking to permanently enjoin the former 
from utilizing a franchise granted over 
certain streets, among which were Hun- 
ter street and Cherokee avenue. The 
franchise was for the purpose of giving 
the Rapid Transit Company a line to 
Grant park. 

The petition for injunction. was heard 
by Judge Lumpkin and was denied. On 
motion of the attorneys for the Railway 
and Power Company the judge granted a 
supersedeas, which continues the teinp92- 
rery injunction, granted when the mat- 
ter was first taken into the courts, in 
effect until the case is decided by the su- 
preme court. The Railway and Power 
Company takes exception to each differ- 
ent finding in the decision and claims 
that the decision was contrary to law 
and evidence. It will probably be several 
weeks before the supreme court decides 


the case.

PRESENTED TO. THE GOVERNOR 


Order Issued by the Governor Ap- 
proving the Report of the 
Board. 


Colonel George M. Napier, judge advo- 
cate general, returned to the city: yester- 
day from Savannah and presented to the 
governor the report and opinion of the 
board of inquiry in the case of Captain 
M. Ed Wilson and Lieutenant George J. 
Barthe!mess, who were reprimanded by 
the courtmartial in the case of Corporal 
R. S. Harris, and subsequently by the 
governor, when he pressed’ upon the case. 

The board ccnsisted of Colonel Napier, 
Major J. S. Dozier, of the First cavalry, 
and Lieutenant W. W. Gordon, Jr., of the 
First cavalry. The board finds in effect 
that the two officers made some mis- 
takes, that they were indiscreet and per. 
haps showed some partiality, but that 
they “did r.ot intend to do anything sub- 
versive of good order and military discl- 
pline.”” The following is the opinion of 
the court rendered by the board to the 
governor: 

In the matters inquired of, the court of 
inquiry convened in Savannah, Ga., on March 
26, 1901, under special ordérs, No. 52, A. G. 
O., dated March 15, 1901, submit the follow- 
ing opinion and findings: 

!. Upon hearing all the evidence obtainable 
regirding the conduct of Captain M. E. Wil- 
son and Second Lieutenant George J. Barthel- 
mess, both of company M, First infantry, G. 
S. T., while with said company during its trip 
to Louisville, Ky., and return, in the months 
of May and June, 1900, and subsequently, it 
appears to the court that these officers took 
a company containing a considerable number 
of inexperienced and.newly enlisted men to 
Louisville, on a trip intended primarily for 
pleasure. However, it procéeded under mili- 
tary command and supposedly under military 
discipline. It appeats that, in attempting to 
maintain sobriety and good conduct on the 
part of all the men, these officers. contended 
with conditions beyond their capacity to con- 
trol. They were not seasoned and experienced 
officera and some mistakes were made. A part 
of the discipline enforced was misplaced and 
inopportune, and, While apparently not intend- 
ing to be partial, it seems to have appeared so 
to some of the men under'their command. The 
court does not find sufficient evidence of in- 
tentional injustice and partiality, and believe 
from a care@ul consideration of all the evidence 
adduced on the hearing that Captain M. E. 
Wileon and Lieutenant George J. Barthelmess 
did not intend to do anything subversive of 
good order and military discipline. 

2. It is the opinion of the court that a fur- 
ther investigation by courtmartial is unneces- 
sary.

LONGINO ORDINANCE IS NO GO 


State Law Governs Matter of Street 
Car Companies Charging the 
Standing Passengers. 

After consulting the city attorney, 
Councilman Longino will not introduce 
an ordinance in council next Monday to 
require street car companies to provide 
seats for their passengers or else not 
charge any one fare who is compelled 
to stand by reason of the crowded conal- 

tions of cars. 

The city attorney has informed Dr. 
Longino that there is a state law cover- 
ing the entire matter and it would be 
practically a waste of energy to pass a 
city ordinance embracing the same pro- 
visions. The councilman from the sev- 
enth was very enthusiastic over his pro- 
posed ordinance and quits the fight with 
some reluctance. 

“Of course if there is a state law gov- 
erning such matters,” said Dr. Longino, 
“there is no need of my advocating one 
in council. The assistant city attorney 
informs me that the cnly way to. have 
the law enforced is for passengers stand- 
ing on crowded cars to refuse to pay, and 
if put off by the conductor, to enter sult 
against the road. That seems the only 
way.”
